Pw SHE Author in p 53. gives an Account of an admi- 
rable New Invention of an Engine found outb 

Captain Bayly, an excellent Engineer , and mich 
Cultivated aad Improved to its Perfection, by Mr. 
Jofeph Colin’s great Care and Expence. This Engine he faith 
wilbe ofa grea publick ule in the perpetual prefervation of our 
Koyai Rivers, by decpening them and making them every 
where Navigable. and taking away all obftru@icns in a very 
fhort time. And he faith, that Sir Martin Beckmanthe chief En- 
gineer of England, and Sr. Chriftopher Wren ‘as he is intormed ) 
have given their approbation thereof, and as alfo that King 
Charles the 2d did, and declared after he had feen the working 
of the Engine, that he wasperfeétly fatisfy’d it would anfwer the 
end propofed;his Majefty having fecn that it took up about acun 
and a half of gravel in little more then a minutes time : And 
that by means of its working horizontally, it made no holes, 
bue rather filled up fuch as lay in the way of its working, and 
left the bottom of the river Level as it wrought, whereby {uch 
‘inconveniences would be avoided, as had happen’d from the

That King Charles the 2d going 
down the River of Thames fo oftenin hisbarges and Y ackts,took 
occafion thereby, often to Confider the ftate thereot, infomuch 
that upon a publick hearing in Council, that the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen had upon a Complainre againf{i a Patent that 
{traiened the River, and licenfed encrochments upon it, he took 
occafion to fpeak it openly, that the river was fballower before bis 
Yard at Deptfird by three foot fince his reftoration, and that if it fhould be 
but a foot fhallower there, bis {hips that did ufually ride, at anchor 
there would be {puil'd 

The Author thereupon relates it there that he heard Mr. 
Shishey the Maftersbuilder there and , Sir Phinebas Pett, who 
wa. formerly Mafter- Builder there,and afterward at Chattam,aver 
it, that the riveris at Deptford very near four foot, if not.altogether, fhal- 
lover than tt was at that Kings Reftoration , injomuch that their Ma- 
jeflies Ships do there (and likewife at Chattam) ground about four foot ,be- 
fore they have water enough to winde up with the tide of fload, the which 
doth very much firain and wring them to their great prejudice : And that 
ef there were not a very {peedy Courfe taken to remove fome encroachments, 
and prevent future ones, andibe further ftopping up the Thaxtes and the 
Medway there with fullaze, they would be fpoiled, and thofe two Royal 
Rivers would be ufelefs for the Capital. Ships riding therein,and the Cromn 
be put to immenfe charge in purcha/ing ground for other Ship yardsy and 
in making of Docks, and Store-boufes, and Building new Dweiling-houfes 
for the Officers of the Yards, 

He goeson there, in p. §6. with an Account of fome Papers

vators, in traft for the Governmeot.

e. the Survey taken by the Principal Officers and Commiffioners 
ofthe Navy, with the affiftance of the elder brethren of Trinity- 
houfe, and of Captain Collins, his Majefties Hydrographer, in 
purfuance ofan Order from thofe CommifMfioners of the Admi- 
ralty dated the frft of March 168, And the which Survey 1S prints 
edat the end of this book : Dated from the Navy office, October 
the 30th, 1684, figned by Sir Kichard Haddack, Sir John Tippets, 
Sit John Narboro, Fobu Sothern, Samuel Ghamblet, Simon Nichols, 
Henry Teddeman, Thomas Brown. Ifaac Woodgreen, John Hill, Thomas

Monficur Clerk propofeth to 
give usa new tranflation of all the Old Tefltament together with 
a continued Parapbrafe and a Gowmentary both Critical and 
Literal, wich many Differtations upon fuch fubje&s which he 
judgeth it neceflary to enlarge himfelf upon, more than can be 
done conveniently ina Commentary. He willadd tothis a Phi- 
lological Index, which will be like a DiGionary to what is in 


the Commentary. Where he will frequently firengthen chat 


which he affirms as he goes along with new Reafons and Autho- 
tities, and he will corre& it himfelf where he believes it faulty, 
either by laadvertence or otherwile, This is not the fiath pase 
ofwhat he promifeth us upon the Old Teftament, but. he is 
Willing to publith his Work in parts, rather than to flay till it is 
all finithed, and he gives you the reafon,in his Preface, and chole

He proves from Neb. 3. 23¢ That the ancient Hebrew \an- 
guage was much corrupsed atrer the Captivity, infomuch that 
fome Ages atter the return from Babylon, it was not ufed at ail, 
The Language of the Jews more refembled that of Chalde than 
the ancient Hebrew, fothar this latter was not learned but by ftu- 
dy in the time ofthe 70 Interpreters; and as the misfortunes of 
the JewithRepublick didn c per nic thisiort of {ttudy to flourihh, 
they uuderltood it nor as they fhould have done, Although the 
7> Interpreters had very conliderable advantages to explain 
the holy Book, which we have not now, their want of Me- 
thod aud txaétnefs hath made them miftake in a thoufand 
places Por chey having neither Grammar nor Dictionary, do 
often Violate the m oft cerraia rules of conitcu&tion, and vary in 
the fimification: which they aceribute to words. The Authour 
hath very often oblerved in their verfion of the Baok of Gene- 
fis alone, that in divers ob{cure paffages they have tranflated by 
Gucfs. However, he thinks we ought not tocontemn thofe in- 
terprecersjnor lightly regard them;but yer on the other fide, he is 
of opinion, that we ought pot to renounce all our own lights 
out of excels of Refpe& to one fingle prejudice, which happens’ 
only to them who never compared chefe inter preters ‘with the 
Hebrew Text. This Authoir think; he hath confuted demon- 
ftratively chis Opinion, both of the Ancients, and fome of the 
Moderu:,; and maintains that there cannot be a better proof of 
their negligence in. the ftudy of che Aebrew Tongue, than the 
Opinion which was predominant in the time of Pbil and 
Fofepbus touching the iafpiration of the Seventies Ver-ion, 

Ac the lacter end of this Differtation the Author fpeaksfome: 
thing concerning the Varieties of the reading, and the faults of 
the Prices ; whicly might have flipped:into the Azbrewtexe dur- 
ing this Interval of tinte,wherein the ltudy of the Hebrew Tongue 
was negle&ted. Tharthough cheré is no doubt ro be made 
that there are fome of thee tort of chings ince Pentateuch, yet. 
he tells asytha: there is nogreat nunber,and that he was of Lewis 
Cappellzs opinion, chat: believed ‘the Hebrew Copy, which we 
now have, is more corre, not only chat the Samaritan,’ but alfo 
tranthofe which the ancient lacerpretersufed, as fat'as ‘we are 
able to jadge by their verfions, Ie is tor this reafon that he pro 
pofeth to follow it ia all chings in his Tranflation, 23 the mid 
corre, norwith{tanding which he gives agreat Variety of read- 
ings in his Notes, and he faith the fame thing in his follo: 
Didertatian. 
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He gives an account of the Methods he takes, and the 
dificulties which he hath met withal im his Work. And u 
onthis we fhall {tay fomething longer than we fhall upon the 
re(t,becaufe after chat, there will be no need to fpeak of the 
body of the work a-part. 

The Word, to interpretytaken inthe ftridteft fenfe, fignifies to 
exprefs the fenfe of an Authour in another Language, So that 
they who read the interpretation, may think juft the fame thing, 
in the fame Order, and in che fame manner with the Authour, 
though they do not underftand his Language. If the Languages 
wherein the Originals are written, and their Verfions had an 
equal number of Words and fynonimous Phrafes, one might 
perfectly interprecthe Originals with che rigorous exactnefs we 
are {peaking of: But this being not fo, it is impoffible to make 
thofe that read the Verfions, co chink juft the fame thing with 
thofe who wrotethe Originals. All that can be done ts to endea- 
vour to approach this Exaétnefs as much asthe difference of 
Tongues will permit, to fpeak of no other difficulties which may 
be met with in the Work. 

Now This being net tote done bya Simple Verfion, where 
one is too much cramp’t, and confin’djand where there is a grea: 
number of Hebraifms, the Authour hath joyned a Continued 
Paraphrafe to his Verfion, which is in purer Latine, and by 
confequence more eafy co underftand than the Verfion, by thofe 
who underftand Larin onely.. The Authour there fers forth 
Mofes his fayings aswe do now, according tothe cuftome of the 
Latin Hiftoriaus, So rhat one may fee at one view the fenfe of 
each paffage and all the following Difcourfe, which will not ap- 
tie the firft reading of the Original. This Paraphrafe is 

owever not much longer than the Text, nay fometimes fhort- 
er, as the brevity or fuperfluity of the Hebrew ftile will 
permit. | | 

Inthe Commentary the Authour propofech to explain Mofes 
Simply and according to the Letter, without drawing any Con- 
fequence either Moral or’ Theological, and without engageing 
In any controverfy. He tells ye that they-who here fearch for 
fublime fenfe swill, be miftaken, he defigns to hinder none from 
the moft Elevated fearches, bur in thts work propofeth'to fee 
down, ifje is poffble, that which was in Antient times under- 
flood by the Vulgar among the Hebrews, and what thofethat 
Wrote them -defign’d to have underftgod is that writing by the 
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-Monficur Clerk faith that he believes hefhall have reafon tore- 
joyce, if through the whole he fhall be able to underftand what 
the Vulgar comprehended. So far is he from afpiring to the Ele- 
vated fpecalations of fo many able Commentators who have la- 
boured upon the facred Scripture, that inftead of raifing the Ex- 
pectation of the people, and catching, at the firlt, fenfe which 
Criticks difcover, he is fo afraid of being deceived, that when 
he hath any occafion of doubting, he frequently decides nothing. 
Sometimes he thews why he can decide nothing, and tells you 
what light is wanting..for the decifion, But this hindets not 
but thofe who haye.the light which he wants, may go farther, 
and decide whathe- bath left undecideds Since knowledge is not 
equal, it ismo. wonder, that fome give their judgment when 
others cry out Ignoramus. Light is particular to every one andthe 
fame may be {aid ‘of judgment, which ought never to beex- 
tended beyond knowledge. Ina word, you mutft nor fearch for 
any fenfe in this Commentary but what is purely litteral 

The Authour after this, reprefents at length the Difficulty of 
rendring the Hebraifms, and the trouble it hath given him. If 
they are tranflated word for word, they will be unintelligible 
to them that are ignorant of the Hebrew, that is to fay, to thole 
for whom the Verfions are made, If miore libcity be taken, 
there is great Danger of giving conjectures infiead of the thoughts 
oj-the facred Authours. it is true that there are Hebraiims that 
may be changed without danger, where the fenfe is clear and 
indubitable, though they cannot be tranflated werd for word: 
But there are others which are very troublefome, which the 
Authour fhews by many examples which we fhall omit. , W, 
wilk: onely lay #. the Rules which he followeth on hs 
occafion ; The firft is, thar we muft exprefs the Hebraifms.chat 
are clear by other words, where they may be fo tranflated eaifily, 
The fecond is that thofe muft be tranflated word for word 
which cannot conveniently be expreffed anv other way, 2 
e(pecially whereour Ears are accuftomed to them. The J hid, 
That we muft retain the Hebraifms where the fenfe is ob 
rure. 

After this, the Authour fums up the Difficulties he harh met 
with in tranflating the Aebrem Conjun&ions and Prepofitions, 
which being extraordinary equivocal, give no {mall trouble ® 
Interpreters. The Conjun@ion Vaa for example being 
to becranflated, and, where, but, nevertheleis, &c. It isealy@ 
conceive that tNe fenfe will be very different according to the 
determination of the Interpreter. And it muft be faid uponthis 
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occafion, that let Interpreters do whatfoever they can, they muft 
be conftrained to give their conjectures for the thoughts of 
the facred Authour ; this is an Evil, fays he, for which there is 
no remedy, 

There is the fame inconvenience, as tothe Ellipfes of Con- 
junctions, which cannot oftentimes be fupplicd w ithout danger of 
changing the fenfe, nor omitted without deceiving the Reader. 
For example, he believes that he may very well fay that there 
isan Ellipfis in Gen. 19. 26, So thatinftead of faying foe becamea 
pillar of Salt, it moult perhaps be turned thus, fhe was The a pillar of 
Salt. As if he fhould fay, the became ftiff dead, in the Territories 
of Sodom, which became Sale after the fubverfion of this City, 
The Author makes a Differtation upon this matter, which we 
fhall {peak of afterward. 

The Hebrew Conjunttions are very incommodious to [nrér- 
preters in this regard, that they come very often, asthe Con- 
jnéion Yaa, which is almoft the Sole Bond of Narrations. 
Other Tongues do not allow that we fhouldufethe word and fo 
often, and if it be omitted, we mutt frequently change the turn 
ofthe Hebrew Phrafe. Monfieur Clerk makes it asa Law invio- 
lable clofely to follow the Copy which was reviewed by the 
Mazorites, which the Jews and Chriftians now ufe. But he be- 
lieves one may, (as all other Interpreters have done) choofe 
hetween the varieties of the Keri and the Chethib, that which 
leems to forma better fenfe, or more conformable to che rules 
of Grammar. Nor hath he any care of Accents when the fenfe 
requires they fhould be joyned otherwife than: the Accents feem 
topermic, becaufe no Interpreter hath regarded them, and the 
tules of the Kabbins are very inconftant. Thefe Doétors in this 
occafion, as well as many others, feeming to have had adefign, 
to enhaumfe the difficulty of the ftudy of the Hebrew Language, 
onely to make ir more valued. ; 

Astothe. Divifion of the: verfess thoughthe Auchour hath 
marked them with Cipbers for the conveniency of the Readers 
Who are accuftomed thereto, he ha h not begam a new Line 
ateach verie. Becaufe very often the conftrudtion, or the curn 
of the period extends further.. He hath onely ee the 
Mattersby paragraphs, according as the Authour Ends or be- 
gins fomething new,!becaufe he believes this manoer of difpof- 
ing the, writing contributes much to the diftina and band- 
fome conceiving of what: is faid. The order ot every thing 
appears to the Eye, and ithe diferent matters being diftinguith- 
ed upoa the Paper, rank: cherofelves/more eafilyan the mind, 
: Hhh2 and 
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and caufe no confufion to the Readers On the contrary, the 
Divifion of the Text by Verfes, which divides thofe things 
which ought to be joyn’d, and makes no particular diftin@ion 
between the different heads, is perfe€tly oppofite to order and 
decency. And there is good reafon to fay that we oughtto mind 
nothing but the fenfe, for thefe marks of diftin@ion upon the 
paper dofo much ‘rouble and confound us that we cannot per- 
ceive it. And this Divifion of a Difcourfe, where the narration 
is by Paragraphs, is no new thing, for,as theAuthour thews,Law- 
yers ufe ic almoit alwaies to diltingui(th the heads ot the Law, 
yet it is but of late, chat it hath begun to be ufed in other works, 
but it is found fo convenient chat thofe for the moft part ule it, 
who delight in writing with exaétnefs, and in making them 
{elves to be well underitood. 
Monfieur Clerk hath well follawed the Div ition of Chapters, 
and hath alwaies marked them below. the Pages, and in the 
Margene. But yet he hath divided the Matcer alto by feétions, 
according to its extent, to put his Commentary attcr every {cai 
cn, and tpeak all along what he hath to fay upon each matter, 
As there isa great number of Verftons and almott an infinity of 
Commentaries before him, the Authour doth not deny that he 
hath been helped very much by thofe who have wrote before 
him. yer he affures us that he bath examined che things them- 
felves and nottaken them upon thecredicofother people. This 
is the reafon why he never or very rarely cites any Modern 
Vertions, becaufe the Sole Authority of thofe who made them, 
having no weight but from Grammar Reafons, there is no caule 
why they fhould be publifhed, he hath more contidcrationfor 
the ancient Veritons, becaufe they that made them might have 
bad more light than we now have. TheAuthor doth rarclycite 
commentators, becaufe the world is full of colle@tions, which 
are eafy to confult, but he doth much quote particular treatib 
esj which explicate paflages of holy Scripturc,as of Samuel Bochart 
and of others, i 
He tells you that fome of thefe have done him more fervice 
than Commentators, and of this fort is the Authour juft now 
mentioned, He hath taken fome of one and fome of another, 
which he believed to be the belt, without thinking himfel 
liged to publifh the Interpretations, and much lefs:to refute 
them, which would be of an unfupportable length, andunpro 
fitable enough, And befides, his work was not undertaken (@ 
hinder any perfon from nan. them. He would be very. unha 
py who before: he iis:afflured of the truth, muft know all 
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falfe explications, which have been invented for fo many Ages, 
whether among Jews, or Chriftians, fince they wrote upon

In thefixth place, He thews ihe falfehood of the pretenfionsof 
the Egyptians touching the Antiquity of their Nation ,and faith 
many other things, but little advantageous to the Nezghbours of 
the Fes, as you may fee in the Authour. 

Inthe feventh place. Though he wrote the Hiftory of the 
Ifraelites, yet he did not write a Compleat Hiftory, as may be 
feen not onely by his brevity, but allo becaute he omits re- 
markable circumftances concerning the Idolatry of the Lraelites 
in Egypt and the Delertyas may be teen by fome paflages of Amos, 
and Ezekiel, which the Authour relates This being fo, It is no 

wonder that he regards not the order of time in his Narrations 
This Hiftory thould be confidered as we regard lives, where 
the Chronology is very often negleéted, which would appear 
by the be{t Authours. om, 

~Thefe are in brief, the Contents of the three preliminary 
Differtations of Monfieur Clerk, after which follows his Com 
mentary, upon which we fhall not enlarge, becaufe we have al- 
teady noted his Method. We fhall onely make the following 
remarks. The firft fhall be, that this Book being the firfor 

the Old Teftament. and befides full ot Difficultics, his Notes are 
larger than they will be upon the following Books,And having 
once explained a word, Phrafe, or cuftom,he will Repeat itno 
more, but refer the Reader to thofe paffages where he hath 

{poken once for all of it. ' 

The fecond is, That though the Auchour Shuns Digrefhions 
and incident Queftions as much as may be, yethe is conftrained 
to have fome in his Com mentary which he could not avoid. 
1. For Example, There is a Digreffion abour the bigieae 
the Egyptian and Hebrew Cubit. Upon Chap. 6. v. 15. By wh 
it will appear that Noahs Ark was as big again, as it is com 
beleived. But for as much as the review concerns many pall 
ofthe Old Teftamentr, it will be neceflary, fays he, to. ifpatch 
this matter that he may not be obliged to {peak of it Ba 
it may be look’d upon as a kind of an Incident Queftion, WI 
conceros the Univertality ofthe Deluge, which includes ae 
othersy whichthe Authour hath treated on,difcourfing upon 
19 Verle of the 17 Chapter. a 8 
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In difcourfing upon Chap. 12. Verfe. 17. Hetreats upon the 


_ Antiquity of the Babilonian Empire, and refutes many Vulgar 


Errours upon this Subjeé&t. 4. It may moreover be feen upon 
Chap. 12.7. After what manner the Antients could diftinguith 
DivincDreams and DivineApparitions from others,and tke cir- 
cumftances which muft be obferved upon that occafion ; This 
isa fearch of great importance, and which extends it felf to ma- 
ny paflages of the Old Teftament. 

The Third remark is concerning the grounds ofthe Authours 
commentaty ; The Authour here makes ufe of no reafon$ of 
pure Theology or comvenience, but onely Critical or Hiftorical 
reafons. He hath fearched as muchas he could, the Antiquities 
ofthe Neigbouring nations of the Jews, and hath drawn from 
thence many things which give light unto Mofes his Writings, 
For Example Herodotus, and Diodorus Siculus, have helped him 
toexplaine divers patlages, of the laft Chapters of Genefis, as 
may be feen in the reading what he faith upon thofe Chapters. 
Nor hath he negle&ed the Modern Voyagers that have given 
usdefcriptions of the Eaftern Countries, and the Cuftomes which 
are ufed there. Thefe people are conttant enough in their 
cuftomes, and he obferves among them divers cuftomes to 
Which the Scripture makes allufion. See what the Authour 
faith upon Gen. 24. 47- upon the cuftome of carrying a 


ring, 

We may fee very often a refemblance between the Cuftomes 
of the Eaft and thofe of the Herees of Homer, as Monfieur Clerk 
fhews you in divers places. See what he faith upon Gen. 18. 2, 
6. the 20. 12. the 24th. 33. We thall find frequently enough 
that profane Antiquity hath been of great Advanrage to him to 
explaine thatof the Fews, but he principally grounds himfelf 
upon circumstances found in the Scriptures the mfelves,;upon 
the fignification of Words, and phrafes of the holy Language, 
of which he aflerts almoft nothing but what he proves by 


Examples. 


The 4th Remark which we fhall make upon thiswork, re- 
gards the Geographical Chart, which the Authour promifeth 
atthe endof the Pentateuch, where you will have the names of 
places which he mentionsin his Book. The Authour hath tak- 
ena greatdeal morecare than is commoniy done to clear the 
facred Geography. And takes away a great many faults which 


-ateto be feen in ordinary Charts. 


At the End of the Volume, there are three Diflertations, 


Which the Authour calls the Appendix to the Comentary upon Ge nefls, 
lii which 
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which containsthings very ufeful for the Underftanding of this 
Book, which could not enter into the Commentary, becaufe 
they required a larger difcourfe. 
he Authour in one of them treats upon the fubverfion. of So- 
dom and the neighbouringCities he begins with the defcription of 
their {cituation which was full fouth fom Jorden and which he 
callsthe great plain,which being parted by this river is environ- 
ed with mountains on both fidesfrom the Sea of Tiberias, as far 
asthe Froutiersof Jdumea ; This-is of importance for the Com- 
prehending how the fubverfion was made ; The bowonrof 
this Plaine was not onely watered by Jordan but by another 
very large fountain which was near to Jericho, by another 
on the other fide Jordan which was named Callirrboe and with 
the torrents of Jrnon and Zerod,.as the Authour thews, He be- 
lieves that the Inhabitants could draw out all this water,by rivo- 
lets which they could make to water their Fields, as chey uled to 
do in times palt, and. as they do now in many places of the Eaf, 
Mofes himfelf oblerves in this place, that the great plain was 
watered like the Garden of God. And the. Authour makes 
here fome important remarks upon this place. 

He thews afterwards chat chere was in the place pits of Bitu- 
men, of which he gives divers examples, to which others might 
be added if there was occafion. This being fo, God overthrew 
the Inhabitants of thefe four Cities, by making Sulphur to fall 
intoche Pitts, and kindling the Sabterraneous Bitumen, of which 
this Country was full; Thefe Miaes of Bitumen without doubt 
caufed a great Earthquake, and the Combuftible matter being 
confumed, the Earth fell in, and fo formed a lake of water 
where they funk, which water mingled it felf with the bitumen, 
and made Afphaltites,from whence comes a great-Quantity at this 
prefent time. You fee how thefubverfion was made according to 
our Authour, and he explainsall the circumstances ia parcculat, 
and gives you many examples of the like accidents in fome other 
place,and that {ome Heathen Authors have faid the fame upon 
this point, He moreover obferves that the banks of the Lake Af 
poalizies did many Ages after,fmell of thisBurning.W hich made 
St. jude fay according to him, that thefe Cities having fuffered 
the punifhment of eternal fire, are fet forth to.us as an example 
of divine Juftice, By eternal Fire, he underftands the Flame 
which might be feen tocome forth yet from this place; he com 
firms this by many Examples and reafons whicla we thall ae 
mention, He alto believes that the punifhments of the ofhtt 
tie, are defcriced under the dea of Fire and Sulphur, by allult 
gn drawn from the lake Afphaltites, After 
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After this, he tells us by a Comparifon of the principale ir- 
cumftances, that the Fable of Philemon and Baucis, is nothing 
but a Depravation of the Hiftory of Lott’s flight, as he,elfe- 
where fhews that other Fables are {prung from fome of Mofes 
his Hiftories. See what he faith upon Chap,'9 20. and the 
18. 1. He makes a Parallel between the Fable ot Typheus, and 
and the Hiftory of this Subverfion, and conje@urcs that the 
word is the fame with Tipbo in the Caldee, which fignifieth 
drowsed; which agrees very well to the Sodomites, as well as other 
circumftances. 

In fine he propofeth,or rather pretends to fhew,that eager 
on cannot well be refolved whether the Subverfion of the Cities 
of the plain, was done naturaly or by Miracle.For although the 
thing confidered in it felf might be done naturally, yet, fays he, 
if an Angel came down inan extraordinary manner, it was a 
Miracle. and he chinksupon this occafion that there was fome- 
thing like it, | 

The following Differtation is touching the ftatue of Sale. 
Monfieur Clerk believes that the common opinion of the change 
of Lits wife intoa ftatue of Salt,came from the Authority ae 
Jers, who ill explained the words of Mofes, and endeavoured 
to fine a Miracle where there was none. He fhews that Mofes 
his words are equivocal, and chat they may receive this fenfe 
among others, fhe became as a ftatue in-this Sale ground, that is 
to fay, the became {tiff dead. Afterwards he fums up the difh- 
culties which are in the Common opinion, ahd fhews thar all 
the means that can be taken to explicate it, cannot fupport it. 
The Authority of che Ancient Jems and Chrittians, who have 
maintain’d this Metamorphofts. of Lors wife, hath no weight ac- 
cording to Monfieur Clerk, as being oncly grounded upon Mofes 
his words not well underftood ; Thefe words having been once 
explained in this fenfe, they which came after have followed 
their apprehenfion without further examination. fic hall be 
(aid that Jofepbus and others have teltified that'they have feen 
this Ratue of Sale, Our Authour anfwers, that they would have 
fpoke better, if they had faid that they had been thewed a fta- 
tue, ftone, or I know not what, which they called the: ftatue 
of Salt, and chat they were told that this was.Lots wife, becaufe 
they could not know: whether'they {poke truth of not. This 
precaution was above all things neceflary in that courtrey, 
Where they have fhewn time out of mind a great number 
of finciful Antiquities, as the Authour fhews by many Ex- 


amples, 
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For who would imagin thatthere fhould be people’ {6 foolith 
as to fhew the Corner-ftone which the builders reje Qed, which 
is fpoken of Pfal. 118. ifalate travelloir had not told us fo. 
As for what regards Fofepbus, he might as well fay that he had 
feen this ftatue of Salt, with as mach fincerity as he faith thar 
he had feen a Pillar that was before tie flood, or thac there 
was a River in Judea, which was dry fix Days, and runthe 
Seventh, &Zc. 

Fhe Authour alfo examines what the Modern Travellours 
have faid concerning this (tatue of Salt,and tells us, that fome of 
them affirm they have done whatthey are able, andtould fee 
nofuch thing, aad that others knew not where it was. He 
fhe wsupon this occafion, that Segor or Zoar was Ealtward of the 
lake Ajphaltites, and nottothe (Weft; as the common Charts 
place it.. He tells you more abfurdities touching this ftatue of 
Salt, which may be read in the Authour who quotes thereupon 
St. Zreneus and Tertullian. St. Ferom alfo, who would not have 
loft this opportunity of thewing his Rbethorick, faich nothin 
abous it,which he would not have failedto have done, if he h 
believed that the ftatue of Sale remained at chat time. 

The Authoutr believes that Lots wife died for fear, or was 
Riffled with the vapour of the Sulphur and Bitumen, which he 
clears by Reafonsand Examples, which explain the Expreffion 
of Mofes, or the thing it felf. He thews after this, that the Fable 
of Niobe, who was turned into {tone for grief, and that of Meduja, 
who turned all thefe that looked upon her into ftone, are but 
corruptions of fome fuch like Hiftories ill underftood, To put 
this point. out of doubt, he faith moreover that the Fable of 
the Harpies, which he fhews as probably as is poffible in thefe 

kind of things, to have been only Swarms of Locufts. 

- Atthe end may be found the Events of Genefis. put in Chro- 
nological Order, with little Notes. Monfieur Clerk hath not 
endeavoured totreat thefe things throughly ,becaufe ic would be 
too large a task,and after all, would make nothing but a Colle@- 
ion of conjectures, by which he thould folve but few difficulties. 
Chronologers make fair promifes to eafe us of them,but yet have 
rather augmented them by the buftle they make abourthem, 
than otherwife, which the Authour believes he ought not to do. 
The Readers may fee what he faith in his Notes which are 


but fhort, and may be almoft as foon read, as any extraét that 
ean be made of them,

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426 An Hiftorical Account of the Choiceft Ges ot 
all of them, obfcurities may be found and agreed upon by two 
or more parties that are infuperable to all the reft ofmankind, 
but among them the beft is the Key Chara&er, as may be {een 
in the ats ate of which he gives you an example in the word 
Prudentiay which is almoft impoffible to be decyphered, efpeci- 
ally if you invert the ordinary Alphabet, or begin it with any 
other Letter. 

There is yet a better way of Writing with a Double Alpha- 
bet, and mixing it withtwo Letters tranfpofed through five 
places, whereby we may write omnia per omnia, and isthe higheft 
degree of Cyphering, So that if a man were taken Captive he 
may by this means difcover to his Friends the fecrets of his Ene- 
mies Camp, under the outward form ofa Letter perfuading 
them to yield; Or fuppofe fuch a man were forced by hisown 
hand writing co betray hiscaufe and party, though the Words 
of it in outward appearance may exprefs what the Enemy 
does defire, yetthe involved meaning, (which will be legible 
onely to his Gonfederates) may contain any thingelfe, which 
he hatha mindto difcover to him. But if there be a threefold 
Alphabet (as is eafy to contrive) ‘then the inward writing will 
bear unto the outward but a double proportion, whieh will be 
much more convenient for enlarging of the private inti- 
mations. 

And this way of writing is juftly to be preferred before any 
of the other, as containing in it more Eminently all thofe con- 
ditions that are defirable in fuch kind of inventions; as firlt, it is 
not’very laborious either to write or read Secondly, ’tis very dif- 
ficult to be Decyphered. And Thirdly, It is void of ‘Suf-. 

ition. 
. There is a way of fecret Writing by invented :Charaéters, 
where. by Points, Lines , Triangles , Obelisks, Cubes, and other 
fortsof Figures, which may however fatisfy fome that are curi- 
ousthat way, but comes not near the other in any pretences of 
that kind. | 

He afterwa:ds Treats of the Univerfal Chara@er, and gives 
Inftances of the poffibility of it. He faith China and Japas 
differ as mech in their Language, as Hebrew and Dutch ; yet they

prefied:in Muftcal Notes upon;any Inftrument you pleafe, fo 
thattwo Muficians may talk to,or dilcourfe together, by.the con- 
fort or Mutick of their Inftruments.and the words may be play- 
ed, as well asthe tune. .Now if thefe inarticulate founds be 
contrived for the Exfreffion, not of words and Letters, but of 
things and Notions, then there might be (as he is pleated to 
fay j {uch a General Language asfhould be equally {pcakable 
by all people and Nations, 
The tecond pare which theAurhour chiefly infatts upon,is ofthe 
fecretand {wift conveyances of things,and contains many Relati- 
ons which he calls eitherMagical or Natural,;Magical,fuchas that 
commonly afcribed to Pythagoras, of-whom it is reported that he 
could write any thing in the body of the Moou,fo as it might be 
beheld by another ata great diftance ; Cornelius Agrippa affirms 
thisto be naturally poffible, and the way known to himfelf and 
fome others in his time, and Fredericus Rifuer, in his book of 
Upticks, believesic. He faith it was performed thus, Pythagoras 
did firtt defcribe with blood, any Letters which he thought fits 
in fome great Glafs, againft the full Moon, the Letters would 
appear through it, as it they were writ in the circumference of 
ber body, and he feems co incline to thiuk it is at no great di- 
ftance, ‘tisonely Stanti a.tergo, and vilible to fuch onely betwixt 
whole Eyes and the Moon this Glafs mightbe interpofed. And 
according to this, the wonder ¢eales, nor can it. be refered to 
Diabolical Magick. | 

Of this fore alfo are thefe inchanted Glafles of Conjurers, 
Magicians, &c. Which are faid to. contain familiar Spirits, 
and {uch as can inform us ofall bufinefs, fhew a hhip failing in 
the Mediterranean, or whoare. walking in the Rreets.of Paris, 
Madrid, or anv other City, which notwithftanding the impu- 
dence of the rogues that affirm thefe things, is onely a lying 
Cheat to deceive the ignorant, and ridiculous to all wife 
men, : : 

Of Natural and true ways of giving information at a Di- 
fiance, one is by Fires,Smoaks and lighted Porches, this way of 
writing and converfing by lighted Torches, ‘is difcourfed at 
large by Polybius, and hath received not much addition in thefe 
atter times. Fae ; 

The {wifteft way of Conveyance that is in Common ufe, is 
that of beafts, as Horfes, iT th there is fome report of 
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An Historical Accpuat of the Choicett Ciel. 


Fifhes, but of that Birds ismoltcertain ; Pliny eellsof Volaterna- 
nus, that he difcovered a Conqueft he had gotten, to the Gity of 
Rome by {ending out Swallows which flew thither, being anoint- 
ed over with the colour of Vidtory; And chere‘are fuchsAu- 
thentick relations of Pigeons,both-by theAntients and Moderns 

that we have noroomto doubt of them. There is 4 fmall 
fort of a Pigeon of a light body anda fwift flight, which are 
ufually made choice of for facl particulars, and therefore that 
kind are Commonly called bythe name of Carricrs. He men- 
tions alfo Conveyances by founds, bur thefe-cannot go far, by 
reafon of the Interpofition of Air. And laft of all, Coromdis 
Loco, he pleafantly advifeth his flying Chariot, which hede- 
feribes in his Difcovery of the World of the Moon, 1 muftcon- 
fefs it would be of great ufe, Sut yet I think it is altogether in- 
different whether you ufe the Ganzaes of the Spaniards, or the 
bottles of May Dew, of the Frenchman that went after hina, butif 
imight recommend an Inftrument, it fhould be that of che 
Spirit or Quinteffence of the Load ftone Chymically extracted ,to 
which by means of a Bar of Steel well polifhed at the upper- 
end, and fixed in a Machine , . contrived almoft like 
a Boat on purpofe, by the help of’ an ingenious Artificer, fo 
that by: toffing up this Ball made of the Effence or Spiritual 
Extraé&t ofthe Load-flone aforcfaid, this Machine notwithftand- 
ing its weight will jump, after it, and again toffing it,it will im- 
mediately dothe fame, fothat Ican guide itto what fide and to 
what degrce of height I pleafe. This way perhaps is not quite 
fo fwiftas the Bifhops Hying Chariot, but however I love my 
Eafe, and of all things cannot endure race-Horfes, fo that

he betook himfelf to aGave, where he continued for the fpace 
of two years in great abftinence,during which time it’s generally 
thought he laid the Villanous defign of his Apoftlefhip, 
' However, by this auftere courfe of Living he impaired his 
Health, and he became Hypochondriack, and it ended in ab- 
folute Lunacy, fothat he talked idly, and went up and down 
diflra&tedly, in memory of which the Mabometans at this day 
bear a fingular refpec& toldcots and Madmen. Here they fay 
he had an Angel perpetually Difcourfing with him. His Wife 
Gadi(ha could never be perfuaded by all the whimfies and Enthu- 
fiafms of- his brain-fick Noddle till Gabriel at laft gave him the 
firft Chapter of theAlcoran, whofe firft word beginning with 
Bifmillats, that is, inthe Name of God, gave occafion to the 
Turks to begin moft: of their Writings and Letters of Cortef- 
pondence inthe fame manner. 


The Alcoran fignifieth a Leflon, or a Colle€tion of Chapters 


- and Songs; the Materials of the Book are various, it was be- 


gun at Meceay in the year of our Lord 630, which was about the 
Fortyeth year of Mahomets Age. The firft Gabriel gave him in 
the Cave, which is called ‘nbe Chapter of the Peay and the laft 
Chapter was Compofid at Medina, and called the Chapter of Fate, 
tr the Conqueft. During the time he abode at Mzcca, the Chap- 
ters writ there, were called . Afoar Mikia, or the Songs of Mecca, 
and the reft Compofed at Medina, bore the Title of Sore Amedt- 
na, and both thefe being Colle&ed into one Volume, are now 
generally known by the name Akoran.

Mahomet having ‘vad no Education, could neither Write por 
read, and for feven Years together kept one Abdalla, a Few for 
his Secretary, who changing oftentimes the ends of ht: ‘ erfes,

tho not Rhyme, difcovered him for a‘CGhear, becaufe he never 
took any notice of it, and thereupon Jeft him. ‘In the compo- 
fition of the Alcoran many contrarieties and repr gnanees being 
obferv'd by the Moors, they took offence at it. Of thefe.con- 
trarieties, no lefs chan 150 Veries were abférved bythem. To 
remove thisfcandal, he made a Law to revoke tuch Verfes as 
accafioned it, which he called Aafen and Mazfeb.. But thar 
which occafioned him moft trouble, was the fergetfulnets of the 
Moors, of thoife verfes he gave them to committo memory, 
W hen they had forgotten them, and defired Mahomet to repeat 
them again, hecoud not remember them himielf, To exgule 
this matter, he gave them a Verifc, wherein ‘twas faid, The 
God doth not fuffer any Verfe to be revoked or forgotten, fave whew be je-

he came not to work Miracles,’ and that they themfelves had 
not believed the Prophets which wrought them, that. God was 
his Teltimony, and that was fufficient ; bur tiis fignifying no- 
thing, being eafy tobe anfwered, he hada ftrong:r Argumentin 
fome timeatter, namely, Armed Power, which was then, and 
hath been all along the chief propagator of that Religion, 
which*hath fince over-run all the Eaftern World, ) 


The _firff Quarrel that he had was with a Caravan, for une 
derftanding thatthe ‘Koraibites were fending a Caravan into Syria 
vichly laden with the Goods of that Tribe ; 319 Muflelmen 
were prefently difpatcht to iarercept. it, ‘The Koraifbites, tho 
1000 in number, were totally Difcomfited, 70 Slain 4 the 
place; and the reft put toFlight. This Vi@ory is highly Ce- 
iebrated in the Arabian Chronicles, and produced as a fignal 
Teftimony of Gods approbation of Mabometifm. 

In the fitth year of the Hegiray no lefsthen ten thoufand Jems 
and: Koraifbites fet upon the. Mahbometans, who. repulled thear 
with inconfiderable lofS, and gavethem a total overthrow. ° Ia 
the fame year he overcame again the Koraifbitesand took all the 
women and Children captive. In the fixth year Mahomet had 
teveral other Conflitts with his enemies, whereof two were con- 
fiderable, in the latter of which the Koraifbites were compelled to 
leck his Friendfhip, which they afterwards broke w the ruine of 
ehemfelves and che delivery of the City of Mecca’into the hands 
of Mabomet, and for feven’or eight years together he fought with 
great fuccefs with all his Neighbours: round about him, and 
fometimes with very confiderable numbers of Men, fo that hie 
bad brought al] the Country for a great way round abour, into 
SubjeGion, tillat laf his fuccefs was fomething clotided by an’ 
overthrow he fuffered in‘ehe Vale of Honani, where the Pagar

tertained in that Bifhops Chapter in the Abbey of Mulezais. 
But his pleafant jocofe and Mercurial temper prevailing, he al- 
fo left it, and laid down the Regular Habic, and took up the 
Secular, and rambling up and down, at Jaft fixed at Monrpellier, 
and took all his Degrees as a Phyfitian, and Practifed Phyfick 
with reputation, and ’tis faid chat having publifhed fome Phy- 
fical tra&t, which did not fell, upon the bookfellers complaint 
to him;told him, that fince the World did not know. how to va- 
lue 2 good Book, they would undoubtedly like a bad one, 
and that he would write fomething that fhould make him large 
amends.

Going into daly withthe Cardinal du Bellais, who was fent 
Embafladour from France, and having brought him, with the 
relt of his retinuc, to beg fometavour of the Pope, was bidto 
make his Demand, iW oncly bege’d chat the Pepe would he 
pleafed to’ excommunicate him, with which being furprized, 
and being asked why he made it, grounded it comically upon 
an old woman: ftory,but thereby ridicul’d the Popes excommu- 
nications, which however he was too good natur'd, or two

Being lodged at the Tower and Angel, a famous Inn in 
that City, he took fome of the Afhes in the Chimney, and hay- 
ing wrapt them up in feveral little papers, on one of them he 
writ Poy/on to killthe King, in another: Poyfon to kill the Queen, ina 
third Hoyfon to kill the Duke of Orleans, and having at the Change 
meta young Merchant, told him, that being skill'd in Phyfiog- 
nomy, he plainly faw that he had a great cefire to get an Eftate 
eafily , theretore if he would come to his Inn, he would pin 
him in a way to getan hundred thoufand Crowns, The greedy 
Merchant was very ready; fo when he hadtreated our Doéor, 
he came to the main point, and pretending a great deal of Cau- 
tion, at lait-fhewed himthe papers of Powder, and prapoled 
to him to make ule of them according to their Subfcriptions, 
whieh the orher. promifed, and they. appointed to meet next 
day to take meafures about it: But the too credulous, tho honeft 
Trader, immediately ran to a Judge, who having heard the in- 
formation, prefently fent to fecure Rablais, fo the Doétor-with 
his powder was feized, and being examined by the Judge, gave 
no anfwer to the accufation, fave that he told the young Ries 
chant, that he had never thought him fitto keep a fecret, and 
onely defired them to lecure what was in the Papers, and fend 
him to the King, for he had ftrange things tofay tohim, Ac

Becaife they were a véry {tupid Nation, and by their way of 
living, approaching very ocar- Brute bealts, fo that it was as 
hard at leaft tocivilife chem, which yet muft firft be done, asit 
was to Chriftianife them afterwards. They are likewife very 
cruel to the prifoners of War they take from one another, tear- 
ing and-cutting off their flehh, even while they are alive, and 
rolling or broiling,and then eating it before their eyes ; Which 
mutual cruclties have mightily. hindred cheir being fo popi- 
lous as other Nations, However they are reported to have c 
been much more numerous tome time before the arrival of the c 
Enclifh, then at their. coming,. a prodigious. mortality having }
